This  report  presents  preliminary  re- 
sults from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on 
all  manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above, 
its  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (if 
any),  and  its  counties.  Included  are  1958  fig- 
ures on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments; 
number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added 
by  manufacture;  and  new  capital  expenditures. 
These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more 
important  major  industry  groups  within  manufac- 
turing for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  with  ^0,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).   Comparable 


statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are 
shown  for  195^  >  when  the  last  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures was  taken.  No  adjustments  have  been  made 
in  the  payroll,  value  added  by  manufacture,  and 
capital  expenditure  figures  for  changes  in 
price  levels  or  wage  rates  between  1958  and  195^« 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  such  census  of  the  united  States 
since  1809.  For  1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly 
with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail, 
and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering 
continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii. 
Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business 
for  1958  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  he  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957 t  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition-of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S49). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.  Order  forms  which  list 
these  reports  and  their  prices  may  be  obtained 
from  the  TT.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants ). —The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com* 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  Marsh,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms 
Of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  t&iited 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Es  tablishments  (plants ) . — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  I958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials)  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing . )  Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants ) . — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com* 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees »  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Es  tablishments  (plants ) . — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com* 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll. --This  total  includes  all  forms 
Of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials >  semi manufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels,  purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing . )  Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958s  expenditures  for  new  struct  ires 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.     USC0M4 DC

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years ,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
1951*-  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957/  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
editionof  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S49).

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com* 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.  —This  total  includes  all  forms 
Of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials >  semi  manufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels,  purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S49).

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan'  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  1?  of  the  united 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195lj-  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957>  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-£OA  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S49). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. --This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing . )  Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958s  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958«  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  ARFAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  15  of  the  united 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195**-  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries .  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
editionof  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

publication,  program 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-59E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9).

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Eg  tablishments  (plants ) . — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll. —This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials  >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  It  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958;  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements )  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  In 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  TJ.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  -  of  the  united 
States  Code )  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years ,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law- 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition-of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). --The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195*4-  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957  >  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
editionof  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.  Order  forms  which  list 
these  reports  and  their  prices  may  be  obtained 
from  the  IT.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants ) . — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  .  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies .  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.  —This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958s  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958*  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.     USCOM"! DC

*In  addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  reported  for  operating  manufacturing  establishments,  manufacturing  concerns  ordinarily  reported 
separately  for  central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units  which  service  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  a  company  (e.g.  research 
laboratories,  storage  warehouses,  power  plants,  garages,  repair  shops,  etc.)     A  separate  report  was  usually  obtained  for  each  central  office  or 
auxiliary  unit  if  it  was  located  at  a  different  general  location  from  the  manufacturing  establishment  (s )  served  or  if  it  serviced  two  or  more  manu- 
facturing establishments  and  was  not  operated  as  an  integral  part  of  the  establishment  at  the  same  location.     Employment  and  payroll  of  central 
administrative  offices  and  auxiliaries  are  included  in  the  totals  for  the  State.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures- every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law- 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  he  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  Industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll . —This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  ''end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing . )  Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more 
important  major  industry  groups  within  manufac- 
turing for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  with  ^0,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).   Comparable 


statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are 
shown  for  195*S  when  the  last  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures was  taken.  No  adjustments  have  been  made 
in  the  payroll,  value  added  by  manufacture,  and 
capital  expenditure  figures  for  changes  in 
price  levels  or  wage  rates  between  1958  and  195^« 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  such  census  of  the  united  States 
since  1809.  For  1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly 
with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail, 
and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering 
continental  united  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii. 
Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business 
for  1958  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures' every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195k  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  he  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.  Order  forms  which  list

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). - -The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com)* 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees j  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms 
Of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  tefore 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958j  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958*  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.     USC0M1--DC

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1965.  In  addition  to  the 
1951*  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.  Order  forms  which  list 
these  reports  and  their  prices  may  be  obtained 
from  the  0.

EXPLANATION  QF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com* 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees ,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  'during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels,  purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  19585  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.     USC0M4--DC

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries .  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION.  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S49).

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Es  tabli8hments  ( plants ) . — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  Is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing . )  Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major,  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  united 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
I95I1.  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
Industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
editionof  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  Individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  Including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S»i-9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
In  the  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants).— The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  eaoh  separate  location.  Also,  com* 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  In  size. 

All  employees,  number.— This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials  >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  Inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
In  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new.— This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  Improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
Improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip* 
ment  acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communis 
cation  between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  Industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  In  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  Industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear,  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies .  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  _  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas.. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  .  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications .  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

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1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  united 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  I958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  •preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries .  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  .to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.  Order  forms  which  list 
these  reports  and  their  prices  may  be  obtained 
from  the  tJ.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials)  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  .comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958!  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties  (parishes).  An  area 
may  contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  par- 
ishes but  also  adjoining  parishes  which,  though 
primarily  residential  in  character,  contribute 
significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor 
force.  These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal 
Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical 
Areas  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

This  report  presents  preliminary  re- 
sults from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on 
all  manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above, 
its  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (if 
any),  and  its  counties.  Included  are  1958  fig- 
ures on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments; 
number  of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added 
by  manufacture;  and  new  capital  expenditures. 
These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more 
important  major  industry  groups  within  manufac- 
turing for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  with  40, 000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees   (if  any).   Comparable 


statistics  on  employment  and  value  added  are 
shown  for  195^ >  when  the  last  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures was  taken.  No  adjustments  have  been  made 
in  the  payroll,  value  added  by  manufacture,  and 
capital  expenditure  figures  for  changes  in 
price  levels  or  wage  rates  between  1958  and  195^ 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  such  census  of  the  United  States 
since  1809.  For  1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly 
with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail, 
and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering 
continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii. 
Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business 
for  1958  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963 .  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957>  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  were  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas . 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.  Order  forms  which  list 
these  reports  and  their  prices  may  be  obtained 
from  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce  Field 
Offices  or  by  writing  to:  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Washington  25,  D.  C. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses' with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  500,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies .  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  records  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  are 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 


paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels,  purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements )  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land .  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures. 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  15  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963 •  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants ) » — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  500,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll .  —This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  such  census  of  the  united  States 
since  1809.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
1951*  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  Industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S49). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll. --This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels,  purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  Integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years ,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
1951*-  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION.  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies .  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the '  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.  —This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  Is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un - 
adjusted  value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials)  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958i  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of

This  report  presents  preliminary  re- 
sults from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce,  and  provides  summary  statistics  on 
all  manufacturing  for  the  State  specified  above, 
its  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (if 
any),  and  its  counties.  Included  are  1958  fig- 
ures on  number  of  manufacturing  establishments; 
number  of  employees;  totel  payroll;  value  added 
by  manufacture;  and  new  capital  expenditures. 
These  figures  are  also  presented  for  the  more 
important  major  industry  groups  within  manufac- 
turing for  the  State  and  for  its  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  with  40,000  or  more 
manufacturing  employees  (if  any).

No  adjustments  have  been  made 
in  the  payroll,  value  added  by  manufacture,  and 
capital  expenditure  figures  for  changes  in 
price  levels  or  wage  rates  between  1958  and  195^« 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  such  census  of  the  United  States 
since  1809.  For  1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly 
with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale, Retail, 
and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering 
continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii. 
Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business 
for  1958  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with,  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  I958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  he  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957/  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  •preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
editionof  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960 .  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9)« 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants ) . —The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  coat* 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees ,  number.— This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.  —This  total  includes  all  forms 
Of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials)  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing,  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figure!?  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  inoluded  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Fach  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.     USCOMI— DC

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants ). —The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com* 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees!  number.— This  item  In- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March*  May* 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.  —This  total  includes  all  forms 
Of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  -  raw  materials  >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  In  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new.— This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  Improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manuf ac- 
tures  every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
1951*  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957  >  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION.  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants ) . - -The  Cens  us 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  I958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals   for  the   payroll 

^  period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 

\  August,,  and  November. 


Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components ,  supplies ,  fuels,  purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years ,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957 >  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unre vised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S49). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.  Order  forms  which  list

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1953 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com* 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials  >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  Is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Es  tablishments  (plants ) . — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  15  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years ,  with,  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  he  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957  >  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition-of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9).

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Es  tablishments  (plants ) . — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  500,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com* 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms 
Of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials)  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958s  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  unite 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties .  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment.

— This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.

— This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

Employment  and  payroll  of  central  administrative  offices 
and  auxiliaries  are  included  in  the  totals  for  the  State.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957,  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S49). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION. OF  TERMS 

Ss  tablishments  (plants ) . - -The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com* 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number.— This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms 
Of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  Is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958*  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquflred  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  •  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

— This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLnAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
1951*  end  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.  Order  forms  which  list

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials)  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels,  purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  .Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957,  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19A5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION.  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960 .  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.  Order  forms  which  list 
these  reports  and  their  prices  may  be  obtained

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing . )  Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.     USC0M4 DC

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957  >  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION.  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants ) . — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials  >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing . )  Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  19582  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  ye'ars.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957/  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger'  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  -preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
Industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MG(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants ). —The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  Operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Alsor  <Rfflw» 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size . 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  13th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll. —This  total  includes  aU  forms 
Of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials  >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  .shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION.  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.  Order  forms  which  list

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com* 
panies  engaged  In  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll. --This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components ,  supplies ,  fuels,  purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  I963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957,  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S49).

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants ) . — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies .  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll. --This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new . — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements )  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manuf actures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the-  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  he  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  ■preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION.  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF • TERMS 

Es  tablishments  (plants ) . — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number.— This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll. —This  total  includes  all  forms 
Of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials  >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels,  purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958s  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  inoluded  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties*  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

For  1956,  it  was  conducted  jointly 
with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale, Retail, 
and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering 
continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii. 
Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business 
for  1958  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants ) . --The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment.

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
1951*-  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be"  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  •preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants  ). —The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  Com* 
panies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  If  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees ,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels,  purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  Is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  united 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
1951*-  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957;  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  -preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
editionof  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC).

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.

EXPLANATION  QF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). - -The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms 
Of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials)  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic,  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958 J  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195*+  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION.  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.  Order  forms  which  list

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials >  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations,

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195k  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957/  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries .  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  eaeh  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S49).

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants ) . - -The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees ,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll.  —This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. --The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials/  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels, purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new.— This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition  to  the 
195^  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures,  the  law 
authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be  conducted 
in  interim  years.  For  the  years  1955  through 
1957;  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Pre  Hurl  nary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
reports  for  States,  including  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  and  counties,  are  being 
issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1  through  MC(P)-S^9). 
Final  area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants ) . — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census,  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force.

1957*  figures  comparable  with  those  shown  in 
this  publication  are  available  for  the  States 
and  the  larger  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (19^5)  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
industries.  The  final  area  reports  will  include 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC). 

PUBLICATION,  PROGRAM 

Preliminary  reports  for  States,  includ- 
ing standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  and 
counties,  have  been  issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1 
through  MC(P)-S>49).  Final  area  reports  are 
scheduled  for  publication  in  the  fall  of  1960. 
The  general  statistics  for  each  industry,  dis- 
tributed by  region  and  State,  as  well  as  figures 
on  individual  products  of  the  industry,  appear 
in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports ,  Series 
MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  Most  of  these  in- 
dustry reports  were  released  in  the  first  quarter 
of  1960.  More  detailed  figures  for  each  industry 
will  appear  in  the  final  Industry  Reports  which 
will  be  published  during  the  summer  and  fall  of 
1960.  Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and 
their  prices  may  be  obtained  from  the  U.  S.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Es  tablishments  ( plants ) . — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  reports  permitted  such  a 
separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  were 
substantial  in  size. 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components ,  supplies ,  fuels,  purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  also  shown  in  this  report  consists  of 
the  unadjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  plus 
the  net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory  between  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  plus  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
(That  Is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing.) Value  added  avoids  the  duplication 
in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it  is 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
among  industries  and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new . — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equip- 
ment acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for 
land.  In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures 
at  operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown 
in  this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958.  Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures . 

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas"  are  integrated  economic  and  social  units 
with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or  more 
population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain 
not  only  highly  industrialized  counties  but  also 
adjoining  counties  which,  though  primarily 
residential  in  character,  contribute  signifi- 
cantly to  the  industrial  counties'  labor  force. 
These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget.     USC0M"! DC —
